President Cleveland Nears the 
End of His Trip, 


YESTERDAY RESTING IN NASHVILLE, 


Se That He Might Take an Early Start 
for Atleanta—-The Honor Paid 
to John H. Inman. 


Nasnvirie, Tenn., October 16.—[Special.}]— 
The day has been exceedingly quiet here, with 
no demonstration whatever, except the vast 
erowd {that has moved silently about the 
streets. This strolling multitude, the count 
jess flags fluttering from house tops, miles of 
bunting hung from one end of the town to the 
other, the pictures of President and Mrs. Cleve- 
land in every available spot, are the only 
evidences of the unusnal occasion. Such 
strict obseryance of the Sabbath, under cir- 
cumstances that might naturally have aroused 
an enthusiasm beyond restraint, is credible to 
Nashville’s reilgious side. 

The story telegraphed from Memphis to the 
Chicago News about the attempted wrecking 
of the president's train by burning a trestle is 
laughed at by the’ correspondents who have 
been with the president during his trip. They 
say nothing of the kind occurred at any time. 

The president has made} the personal 
acquaintance of Uncle Bob MUarding. 
Every stockman = in land knows 
Uncle Bob, the colored major domo o 
Belle Meade stock farm, and one of 
the chief authorities on blooded stock in the 
world. It was intended that the day should 
be for the president one of restful quiet, and 
soit was. The President and Mrs. Cleveland 
could not resist the temptaticu to stroll over 
the great breeding farm, and so accompanied 
bv their host, Genera) Jackson,they sauntered 
out, and of course Uncle Bob was in the way. 
It was a great dav for the old man. 

“T met him very courteously,’’ (meaning se- 
riously)said Uncle Bob to one of thepjresident’s 
party later in the day. “Just think, oh lordy, 
that I should live63 years and then see the 
president.” 

‘Why, Bob, is he the first president you ever 
met?’’ 

“Oh, no. Iseed General Jackson and Mr. 
Polk, but he is the first one I ever got in my 
han’. He’sa fine gentleman, very much so.”

Passing the stables the distinguished trio

Splendid large fellows they were, 
scampering as if for life, and hardly touching 
the ground. This again was Uncle Bob’s work. 
As soon as the visitors entered the park he had 
the deer corraled in a corner, al then drove 
them past in review. Belle Meade farm is 
owned in common by the Jackson brothers, 
who married two sisters, Misses Harding, 
daughters of the founder of the establishment. 
Belle Meade mansion, the present resting 
jlace of the president, is a typical southern 
cices of the highest class. It is a substantial 
two-story brick structure of ample proportions, 
built without much filageree or ornamentation. 

After lunch the president and Mrs. Cleve- 
land, escorted by General Jackson, drove into 
Nashville to pay their respects to Mrs. Polk. 
At the request of the visitors, the affair was 
made as informal as possible, it being designed 
merely as an interchange of courtesies between 
the lady of the white house ef forty years ago 
and the lady of today. There were present by 
invitation of Mrs. Polk, Governor ‘Taylor, 
Senator William B. Bate, ex-Governor James 
LD. Porter, Major J. F. Thomas and several 
other gentlemen of prominence of this city and 
vicinity. The stately Polk mansion was 
surrounded by a_— great crowd of peo- 

je of all social grades, all ages and 
both sexes gathered to see the president and 
Mrs. Cleveland. The visitors were received 
at the Church street entrance, Governor Tay- 
lor offering his arm to the president, and Mrs. 
Cleveland taking that of Mr. George W. Fall, 
and entered the spacious parlor, where Mrs. 
Polk stood awaiting them. 

Governor Taylor made the 
the president to Mrs. Polk. 
tended her hand and said: 

‘“‘Mr. President, I am indeed delighted to 
meet you.”’ 

*‘And I to meet you, Mrs. Polk,’’ replied the 
president. 

“IT have looked forward to this visit witha 
most pleasant anticipation.’’ 

Mrs. Cleveland was presented, and the two 
ladies conversed cordially a few minutes. .The 
other gentlemen present were then presented 
to the president and Mrs. Cleveland, after 
which conversation became general, the presi- 
dent devoting himself almost constantly dur- 
ing the brief remainder of his stay to Mrs. 
Polk. He expressed a fear that the crowds of 
tomorrow might be annoying to her. 

“No, it pleases me,’ replied the courtly 
dame, ‘‘to see my people tender such an ova- 
tion to President Cleveland.”’ 

Then the twoturned theirconversation to the 
white house and Washington. The lady was an 
interested questioner, and the president a will- 
ing informant. Mrs. Cleveland was the object 
of vYarked attention from all the gentlemen 
present, proving herself a captivating listener 
and a charming conversationalist. One of 
those present was an old Irish gentleman of 
wealth and culture, who was introduced by 
Governor Porter. Mrs. Cleveland expressed 
her delight at making the acquaintance of the 
friend of Governor Porter. The gentleman's eyes 
twinkled as he looked at her.*‘Madam,’’ said he, 
*‘there is but one remark L wish to make. You 
are purtier than your pictures,” 

Mrs. Polk presented Mrs. Cleveland a bon- 
quet of marechel neil roses in the name of her 
grand niece, Miss Sadie Fall, who, she said, 
sailed yesterday from Liverpool for America. 
She then invited the party to refreshments, at 
which each guest was served with a glass of 
sherry seventy-five years old. The guests, 
after visiting the tomb of President Polk in 
the grounds adjoiningSthe mansion, returned 
to Belle Meade.

within a week the banker has filed against 
her additional charges of adultery. For ~ this 
insult to his mother, Lee shot the gray-haired 
millionaire, his step-father, five times in a 
throng of people near the church door, 
every bullet taking effect. Mr. Rawson’s 
wounds are regarded as mortal. The murder- 
er was arrested at hisownrequest. When ap- } 
prised of the marder, Mrs. Rawson said to the 
reporter : 

“Tl am glad of it, he deserves it.”

A Wholesale Mixing Up of Citizens and

CHARLESTON, West Va., October 16.—Fully 
three hundred citizents started ous reeereey 
morning after the robbers, who murdered Mr. 
Ryan, near Walton, Roan county, last Thurs- 
day night. After the house was robbed and 
the old man was shot, the robbers, thirteen in 
number, compelled the family to 
send him up stairs, and to 
get breakfast for them. The 
officers and citizens ran into the robbers last 
night at George Duff's residence, eight miles 
from Sissonville, this county, and were warned 
to keep off by the robbers, who had taken 
refuge ina house fitted~ with © port holes, and 
made other arrangements for protection. The 
murderers were fired upon, and George Duff 
Jr., was killed. Jake Gate was captured and 
lynched. Five officers and citizens were 
wounded, There are about twenty robbers in 
the gang, who have been carrying on at a high 
rate. K.M. Duffy, George Drake and Frank 
Shambling are prisoners, and await dis l 
by the vigilance committee. It is believed 
that a full confession will be made, and the 
whole gang lynched. The vigilants are still 
after the others, and it is said a well known 
state detective is mixed up in the robbery. .

They 
are instructed to report what chasses the pope 
should accept and what others be modified, what 
conditions the papal see should exact, and finally, 
when the commissson has settled upon the required 
modifications, whether it would b> expedient to ne- 
eotiate with Italy.

The Wonderful Jump From the Balloon. 

Today at 3:30 the great event so long ad- 
vertise® for the exposition will take place. 
Professor Dare, who ascended Saturday, sus- 
pended from,the trapeze attached to the basket 
of the balloofl, will go up in the basket of the 
balloon, carrying with him the parachute, 
which is simply a large umbrella. 

When he has reached a height of 5,000 feet, 
as shown by the gauge in the balloon, he will 
jump from the balloon into the air, suspended 
from his parachute. This will open under the 

ressure of the air, and will gradually slacken 
his descent until it lands him on the earth in 
safety. 
This feat has been performed only three 
times in the world. The first time, about four 
months ago, up in Quincy, Ill., by T. 3. Bald- 
win; again by Baldwin at Coney island about 
tvo months ago, and later by Wiliams at 
Cincinnati. Those who havo witnessed the 
sight say that for about two hundred feet after 
leaving the balloon the aeronaut falls like a 
rock, that then the parachute is seen to 
pew A open its wings, and the speed of the 

escent is stayed. After a fall of about a thous- 
and feet the parachute will slow the speed of 
the descent and will be carrying the seronaut 
atasafe pace. From that point the other four 
thousand feet are made about as slowly as & 
balloon would descend. The a pr of this 
feat is that if there isa high wind the para- 
chute oscillates and the aeronaut may be thrown 
from his holding. Professor Dare is an accom- 

lished aeronaut, a perfect athlete, and says he 
hes not the slighest fear of an accident. He

Stations were passed {leaving hundreds 
disappointed, and extra trains were placed 
on after the regular schedules to pick up those 
left behind. The East Tennessee brought in 
a8 many people as any other road, and at least 
3,000 people reached the city by that line. The 
Georgia Pacific trainreached Atlanta at 8:30 
Pp. m., with eleven coaches, the other trains on 
his road during the day were equally as long and 
as equally crowded. irminhham alone, sent 
eight coaches of visitors to the great Piedmont 
fair. The Birmingham Rifles arrived on the 
8:30 p.m., train, and the Alabama Zouaves 
will reach the city tonight at the same hour.

All can not 
be given the best, and the man who goes to bed 
in a room where there are seventeen cots does 
so with a nonchalance that is irresistible and 
with an intention to sleep, if possible, that is 
commendable and emulative in the highest 
degree. Houses and rooms are being opened 
to visitors that never before were used for the 
purpose of general entertainment, and every- 
where the intention is displayed by all classes 
of people to do their share and part in taking 
care of the city’s guests. 

The churches yesterday showed the presence 
in a marked degree of the large crowd in At- 
lanta. In all the churches where ministers of 
note officiate, it was almost impossible to ob- 
tain seats. The churches on small streets with 
unpretending houses of worship were also 
filled, and more people worshiped God yester- 
day in the sanctuary than has been known in 
many a day in Atlanta. In the afternoon the 
prominent streets and promenades were 
thronged. The day was delightful, and Peach- 
tree from end to end was thronged with an at- 
tractive and eager crowd.

| With the End of the Rod That was in My 


Sermon Delivered by Dr. Tal- 
mage at Brooklyn Tabernacie. 


“I DID BUT TASTE A LITTLE HONEY 


Hand, and, Lo, I Must Die;" 
I Samnel xiv, vw 43. 


BRooxtyy, October 16.—[{Special.]—‘‘Seven 
hnndred ond eighty-one thousand three hun- 
dred and sixteen dollars and twenty-four cents 
have been paid cash down in this church for re- 
ligious usé and Christian work during the 
nineteen years of my ministry,’’ said the Rev. 
T. DeWitt Talmage, D. D., in answer to the 
misrepresentations- that haye been going 
through some of the religious papers depreci- 
ating the work of the Brooklyn tabernacle. 
After giving out the hymn: 

“Our God,our help in ages past, 
Our hope for years to come,” 


Dr. Talmage preached a sermon, the subject 
of which was “Forbidden Honey,’”’ the text 
being I Samuel xiv, v.43: “I did but taste a 
little honey with the end of the rod that was 
in my hand, and, lo, [ must die.” Dr, Tal- 
mage said: 

The honey bee is a most ingenious architect. 
a Christopher Wren among insects,a geometer 
drawing hexagons and pentagons, a freebotter, 
robbing the fields of pollen and aroma, a won- 
drous creature of God whose biography, 
written by Huber and Swammerdam,is an en- 
chantment for any lover of nature. Virgil 
celebrated the bee in his fable of Aristaeus, 
and Moses, and Samuel, and David, and Solo- 
mon, and %Jeremiah, and Ezekiel, and St. 
John used the delicacies of bee manufacture 
as @ Bible symbol. A miracle of formation is 
the bee; five eyes, two tongues, the outer 
having a sheath of protection hairs on all sides 


of its tiny body to brush up the 
particles of flowers, its flight so 
straight that all the world 


knows of the bee-line. The Lgrecs Aas wine is a 
palace such as no one but God could plan, and 
the honey-bee construct; its cells sometimes a 
dormitory, and sometimes a store-house and 
sometimes a cemetery. These winged toilers 
first make eight strips of wax, and by their an- 
teenae, which are to them hammer, and chisel, 
and square, and plumb-line, and fashion them 
for use, Twoandtwo, these workers shape 
the wall. Ifan accident happen they put up 
buttresses er extra beams to remedy the dam- 
age. When about the year 1776, an insect, be- 
fore unknown, in the night time attacked the 
bee-hives all over Europe, and the men who 
owned them were in vain trying to plan some- 
thing to keep out the invader that was the ter- 
ror of the §bee-hives of the continent, it was 
found that éverywhere the bees had arranged 
for their own protection, and built before their 
honeycombs an especial wall of wax with port- 
hole through which the bees might go to and 
fro, but not large enough to admit the winged 
combatant, called the Sphinx Atropos. 

Do you know that the swarming of the bees 
is divinely directed? The mother bee starts 
fora new home, and because of this the other 
bees of the hive get into an excitement which 
raises the heat of the hive some four degrees, 
and they must die unless they leave their 
heated apartments, and they follow the mother 
bee and alight onthe branch of a tree, and 
cling toeach other and hold on until a com- 
mittee of twoorthree have explored the re- 
gion and found the hollow of a tree or rock 
not far off from a stream of water, and they 
here set upa new colony, and ply their aro- 
matic industries, and give themseives to the 
manufacture of the saccharine edible. 

But who can tell the chemistry of that mix- 
ture of sweetness, yer of it the very life 
of the bee and part of it the life of the fields? 

Plenty of this luscious product was hanging 
in the woods of Bethaven during the time of 
Saul and Jonathan. Their army was in pur- 
suit of an enemy that by God’s command must 
be exterminated. The soldiery were positive- 
ly forbidden to stop to eat anything until the 
work was done. If they disobeyed they were 
accursed. Coming through the woods they 
found a place where the bees had been busy, a 
great honey manufactory. Honey gathered in 


the hollow of the trees until it had 
overfiowed upon the ground in great 
profusion of sweetness. All the army 


obeyed orders and touched it not save Jona- 
than, and he not knowing tho military order 
about abstinence, dipped the end of a stick he 
had in his hand into the candied liquid and as, 
yellow, and brown aud tempting, it glowed on 
the end of the stiek, he put 1t to his mouth and 
ate the honey. Judgment fell upon him, and 
but for special.intervention, he would have 
been slain. In my text, Jonathan announces 
his awful mistake: “I did but taste a little 
honey with the’ end of the rod that was in m 
hand, and, lo, I must die.”” Alas, what multi- 
tude of people in all ages have been damaged 
by forbidden honey, by which I mean tempta- 
tion, delicious and attractive, but damaging 
and destructive. 

Literature fascinating but deathful comes in 
this category. Where one good, honest, health- 
ful book is read now, there are one hundred 
made up of rhetorical trash consumed with 
avidity. When the boy on the cars comes 
through with a pile of publications, look 
over the titles and notice that nine out of ten 
of the books are depleting and injurious. All 
the way from New York to Chicago or New 
Orleaus notice that objectionable books domi- 
nate. Taste for pure literature is poisoned 
by this scum of the publishing house. Every 
book in which sin triumps over virtue, or in 
which a glamour is thrown over dissipation, or 
which leaves you at its last line with less re- 
spect for the marriage institution and less ab- 
horrence for the paramour, is a depression of 
your own moral character. The book bindery 
may be attractive, and the plot dramatic, and 
startling, and the style of writing sweet as the 
honey that Jonathan dipped up with his rod, 
but your best interests forbid it, your moral 
safoty forbids it, your God forbids it and one 
taste of it may lead to such bad results that 
you may have to say at the close of the exper- 
iment or atthe close of a misimproved life- 
time: “I did but taste a little honey with the 
rod that wasjin my hand, and, lo, I must die.’ 
Corrupt literature is doing more today for 
the disruption of domestic life than any other 
cause. lopements, marital intrigues, sly cor- 
respondence, fictitious names given at postoffice 
windows, clandestine meetings in parks, and 
at ferry gates, and in hotel parlors, and conju- 
al perjuries are among the damnable results. 

hen a womb, yoane or old, gets her head 
thoroughly stuffed with modern novels she is 
in appalling peril. But some one will say: 
‘The heroes are so adroitly knavish, and the 
persons so mgrtap ern one untrue, and the turn 
of the story so exquisite, and al! the characte rs 
so enrapturing, cannot quit them.” My 
brother, my sister, you can find styles of litera- 
ture just as charming that will elevate and 
purify, and enoble, and Christianize while they 

] . The devil does not own all the honey. 
here is a wealth of good books coming forth 
from our publishing houses that leaves no ex- 
cuse for the choice of that which is deLauchin 
to the body, mind and soul. Go to some intel- 
ligent men or women, and ask for a list of 
books that will be strengthening to your men- 
tal and moral condition. Life isso short and 
your time for improvement so abbreviated that 
you cannot afford to fill up with husks and 
cinders and debris. In the interstices of busi- 
ness that young man is reading that which will 
prepare him to be a merchant prince, and that 
roung woman is filling her mind with an intel- 
igence that will yet either make her the chief 
attraction of a good man’s home or give her 
an independence of character that will qualify 
her to build her own heme and main- 
tain it in a happiness that requires no 
augmentation from any of our rough- 
er sex. That young man or young 
woman can by the right literary and moral im- 
provement of the spare ten minutes here or 
there in every day, vise head and shoulders in

Argument in favor of the total abolition of

q Let us take the matter up seriously and 
_ 0 over it patiently, so that our coniempo- 
wary can have no excuse for misunderstand- 


e apgthe question. It should be borne in 


» Maindthat Tax Constitution has never 


opposed to the law under under which it is 
collected, That law is unjust, oppressive 
and un-American in ° its operations, and no 
one knows this better than the southern 
men and editors who are now arguing in 

of its perpetuation. Its effects are so 
notorious indeed that the general assembly 
of Georgia has made half a dozen appeals to 
the members of congress from this state to 
vote for its repeal. If the question of the 
repeal or the perpetuation of the internal 
revenue system were put to a vote in Geor- 
gia, we bélieve that the people would pro- 
nounce almost _whanimously in favor 
of its repeal. On this question, in 
its nakedness, wo have never heard 
of any divisi¢n in Georgia. “And 
yet the people are. not in favor of making 
whisky either free or cheap. They want to 
get rid of a bad law and to place the liquor 
traffic inthe hands of the states and com- 
munities that are interested in controlling 
it. If these.states and communities want to 
suppress it, they can’do so; if they waft to 
tax it, the tax can be applied to the neces- 
sities of local administration. 

If we understand the position of the News 
and Advertiser, it is not in favor of free 
trade, but of a reasonable and judicious re- 
form and revision of the tariff. What, then, 
is its objection to the repeal of the internal 
revenue system? The revenue derived from 
internal taxes amounts to a sum equal to the 
surplus in the treasury. Experts and doc- 
trinaires say that this surplus is a very dan- 
gerous thing, and the free-traders declare 
that the only way to remedy it is to reduce 
the tariff. But, as even a schoolboy could 
tell our Albany contemporary, to reduce the 
tariff is to increase the revenue from that 
source. Just how it works may be gathered 
from the statistics: of imported wool and 
woolens since the reduction of duty in 1885. 
The average importations of wool each year 
for three or four years prior to June 30th, 
1883, produced a revenue of about $3,400,000, 
while the importations ‘since ‘the reduction 
of duty produéed for the year ending June 
80th, 1884, a revenue of $4,524,000, an in- 
crease of 83 per cent, and blankets and 
woolen goods are no cheaper than they were 
before the reduction. To reduce the duty 
on wool and woolen goods further would be 
to increase the revenue from that source. 
To abgiish it altogether would be to cut off 
a source of profit from farmers in this coun- 
try who are engaged in growing wool for the 
market, 

Now, if the tariff is to be reduced the rev- 
enue will be increased, bnt*to increase the 
revenue while the exeise taxes are unre- 
pealed is to double and. quadruple the sur- 
plus. Is the News and Advertiser in favor 
of this?

‘These taxes stand in the way 
of genuine revenue reform, to say noth- 
ing of their oppressive features. ‘The to- 
bacco tax is not to be defended on any 
grounds. Tobacco is an agricultural product, 
as important to those who raise it, as cotton 
is to the cotton-planter. 

The whisky tax is on a different basis. 
Nevertheless, it should be borne in mind 
‘that this tax stands, squarely in the path of 
the temperance movement, and ought to go 
into the state treasuries.

men, 

But idleness and luxury will leave their 
stamp upon future Americans. We cannot 
escape our share of soggy, muddled minds 
and flabby bloat. Degeneracy comes with 
ong continued prosperity. When a thing 
is inevitable we should prepare for it. It is 
hardin such a country as ours to place 
beauty and intelligence socially below par, 
but it will have to be done. If they are not 
ruled outnew men and women will all the 
time be forcing themselves into society, and 
they will make it very uncomfortable for 
those who are there because their great- 
grandfathers carved their way to fortune 
and fame. We must make dullness and 
plainness among the essentials of our social 
standard, and we cannot begin too early. 
If it does nothing else, it will make some 
‘worthy people very happy. If we are going 
to take the English for our models, we must 
get rid of our crude ideas about personal 
beauty and the charm of superior intelli- 
gence.

A THRILLING EXPERIENCE. 


' Del Dare’s Peril at a Height of Gver 10,000 


Feet. 


Last night the intrepid balloonist, Del Dare, 
gave to a reporter the following account of his voy- 
age in the air Saturday afternoon: 

“The ascension was the most thrilling experience 

have ever had in the air, 


paten consists of a light 
board platform, one-half thick, suspended by 
hammock netting to thé concentrating ring above, 
and acts very much like an ordinary bammock 
with a broad board laid in it. Anyone -4vho has 
ever tumbled out of a hammock have 
an idea of: how unsteady it feels, and this 
disposition to tip is made use of by Corlotta to parily 
guide the course of the balloon in rising or falling,

as she calisit. As Istarted to climb up into this 
basket my weight tip the platform downward 
and thrust the trapezin the. opposite direction so 
that I then lay w°on my back in mid air nearly a 
mile high, with my feet thrust hard against the 
trapeze bar, and my handsjgrasping the hammock 
netting, If any one will lie on the ground beneath 
a hammock ani grasping a hammock immediately 
above, and try to climb into it, he can appr CG.ate 
the situation, only ata mile height distance don't 
“lend eachantment to the yiew.’’ I had to let go 
somewthere,’and I slipped my fect off the trapeze 
bar and swung into space,hanging by the hammocx 
netting twine, as a loop of rope, previously arrang- 
ed, like a stirrup formounting, had slipped out of 
reach, and the trapeze row hung on the opposite 
side of the platform and out of sight and reach. 
climbed the meshes hand over hand, afraid each 
mesh would break or my hands give way, through 
pain from grasping the small cords. Mr. George 
Casler, Professor Meyer’s assistant, occupied the 
platform above me and tried to assist me, but could 
not render me service,as I was da touch would 
sen me off, and just then I didn’t “want the 
earth,’’ nor have any present use for it. 

“As I clim>ded the netting the anchor caught into 
the jacket of my gymnast suit and the hooks held 
me from rising further. There 1 hung, held by two 
small cords of hammock twine, my trapeze away 
across from me and out of sight, and firmly held 
from rising A the anchor hooks. At the risk of 
breaking the hammock twine, or my hold, [let go 
one. band and detached the anchor from my jacket 
and then recommenccd to climb, and finally 
grasped the rim of the basket and next the concen- 
trating ring above and managed to pull myself 
inside the netting which had been violently swing- 
ing with my efforts all the time. Mr. Casler said I 
was white, and I know I was ina fever of excite- 
ment. I never S&imbed into a basket from my 
trapeze before, and I never shall try it again.”’

Are Pleasant. | 
A commouly fatal disease has a certain be- 
numbing effect on the nerves, so that the dying 
suffer very little, writes Dr. T, L. Cuyler. Such has 
been my observation. “I had not thought,” said a 
certain good man, “that it could be so easy to die.”’ 
As life ebbs away usna'ly sensibility to pain goes 
withit. fSegently did a certain eminent chemist 
breathe his last that a teaspoonful of milk which he 
held in his hand was not even upset; the dead man 
held it still. Death is very often a slow fading out 
of the faculties like the coming on of a tranquil twi- 
light. The sense of hearing sometimes remains in- 
tensely acute, so that the dying overhear a 
whisperin the room. “She is sinking very fast,” 
wes whispered by an attendantin the dying cham- 
ber ofa goodly woman, “No, no,”’ was the quick 
response of her who had overheard the ‘words, ‘‘No 
lam not sinking. Iam in the arms of my Savior.” 
The sense of sight generally weakens in the process 
of dying. A medical friend of mine said to his wife: 
“Set that lamp up closer to me; the room seems to 
le growing dark.” Such were the sensations of Dr. 
Adam, the learned principal of the Edinburgh High 
school, who fancied himself to be in his school 
room, and gently murmured: “Boys, it is getting 
dark; you may go home.’’« Of deaths on the battle. 
field a large }roportion must be without gevere phys- 
ical agony, for a gunshot wound is apt to numb the 
sensibilities. Whena bullet pierces either thé heart 
or the brain therecan be no pain. Probably our 
glorious martyr, Abraham Lincoln, ‘never knew 
what hurt him.” Drowning is far from nful 
Those who have been resuscitated tell us that their 
sensations were rather exhilarating.
